NO FRESH NEWS RECEIVED FROM CHINA

SBome Doubt Abont the Report From
Peking and Tien<Tsin Through
Different Foreign Sources,

Preparations Being Made to Hasten
# to China and to See
That They Are Properly
Cared For,

Washington, July 10.—Secretary
Root and Adjt. Gen. Corbin enter-
tained the president at dinner at the
Country club, near Washington, The
other guests were all the members of
the binet now in the ecity. Col
Webb Hayes, Wm. Barber, the presi-
dent's nephew, and Hon. Chas. Dawes,
vomptroller of the currency. The af-
fair was entirely of a social character.
SBuch discussion of the Chinese situa-
tion as took place was informal, and
it was stated by one of the members
of the eabinet luter that there was no
change in the nttitude of the admin-
istration regarding an extra session
of eongress from that determined
upon at the eabinet meeting Tuesday.

Administration officials and others
in washington are suspicious of the
statements contained in the Drussels
dispatch saying that the members of
the legations at Peking were in Prince
Ching's palace, They hope it is accu-
rute, but they are disposed to accept
it, like much other information com-
ing through Chinese sources, with a
marked degree of reservation. If it
is correct that they are safe in Prince
Ching’'s palace, that is a cause for
congratulation, for the prince is well
known to be pro-foreign in his ideas,
and his influence in Chinese nffairs up
to n recent period has been para-
mount, Heeent  information  from
China has been to the effeet that he
hadd orgnnizsd o counter revolution to
thut condueted by Prinece Tuon and
had engnged the rebellions forces in

Peking. Al one time he wus at the
head of the foreign office. A short
while aftN the conter revolution

broke out the report came that Prince
Ching had been Killed,

The understanding of a well-known
diptomat here is that the secretary of
the Belglan legation in Chinn, whom
he knew very intimately, was nt lust
accounts in Peking, which, in his
mind, threw an additionnl element of
doubit over the acouracy of the report
coming from -Hrussels. At the same
time it is admitted that he might
have been at Shanghai on some busi-
ness of the legution,

The statement that the legations
had plenty of provisions on July 1 is
at variance with thar contained in a
digpnteh received at the Japanese le-
gation here from Tokio, transmitting
a report from Baron Nishi, the Japa-
nese minister at Peking, atdd of whose
accuracy there seems to be no doubt,
This said that the foreign ministers
considersd it hmpossible to procure
provisions after that date,

Minister Wu is hopeful that the
news is accurate. placing his reloance
on the well-known intluence of Prince
Ching in Chinese nffaivs, He has vis-
ited the prince’s pulace in Peking, but
without the nid of a map of the city
was unable to definitely locate s
strategie sltuation, if it possessed any.
It is a large building and is surround-
el by a wall, and he does not think it
likely the rebels would have entered
the place were the prince there,

WATER FOR TROOPS,

Sterilizging and Distilling Plant to
Accompnny the Soldiers
Hle Sent to Chinn,

Washington, July 10.—The guarter-
muster's department has made a re-
quisition for something over $14,000
for apparatus to supply the troops
of the Chinese expedition pure drink-
ing water. The department already
hos placed orders for sterilizers and
distilling plants which will furnish
32,500 gallons of pure water a day.
The sterilizing plants will make 25,000
gallons of potable water per day.
These will be used inland, where foul
water and suspicious well water is en-
countered,

The distilling plants will furnish
7,400 gallons a day, and can be used ot
need on the sen coast, where salt
water will be rendered fit for drink-
ing. This is the most expensive water
purifving plant the United States ever
hus attempted to send with an army
in, the fleld. It is thought that, with
vhie nddition of boiling water on the
portable cooking ranges, this will fur-
nish an adequate supply for the whole
army.

Beventy Faial Casés of Sunstroke in
New Yoark Clty=Prostrations
mnd Deaths Elsewhere,

New York, July 10.—The hot
weather cuused or contributed toward
the death of more than 70 persons in
this city and vieinity, As many more
stricken ones are in the hospitals, and
some of them will suecumb before
many hours., More than half the fa-
talities were nmong babies and little
children, and there are now abont 40
bodies of the little ones lying at the
morgue at Dellevue.

It was the third day of the spell of
intense hent. On the streets the tem-
perature ranged from 93 to 105, and
the official record from the weather
burean, high above the ground, was
U4 degrees.

REBELLION CONTINUALLY EXTENDING

China Has Long Been Preparing a For-
midable Military Organization
For This Confliet,

Further Detalls of the Fighting at
Tien-Tuln — Thirty Misslonaries

London, July 10—While evidence
accumulates daily that China has long
been preparing a formidable military
organization in anticipation of the
present conflict, and that the area of
rebellion is continually extending,
harmony among the allies, which is
